(Cheiranthus annuus, autumnalis and incanus.) 

The culture of Stocks forms one of my Specialities. They are 
grown by me on a very large scale, partly in pots, partly in the 
open ground in beds prepared only for this purpose. In cultivating 
them, the greatest care is applied to the good habit and purity and 
beauty of the colours. The seeds offered will produce 70 to 80 per 
cent of double flowers.
